Elliott Gives His 
Stand On Proposed

Replying to your letter of Febru- 
ary 22nd regarding problems fac. 
ing. the forthcoming session, of th 
Legislature. ‘ 

“As you know for the past few 
months, I have spent a great dea! 
of time worrying over the flood 
control program. è 

Frankly, I am not disturbed 
over a new State Constitution. 

I'am a great deal concerned as 
to the Citrus Industry problems; 
however, up to this time, I do not 
have any program in mind that I 
feel would cure their troubles. 

ne am of the opinion’ that 
Kind of a Fence Law will be 
and*if it should, I believe 
farmers should have ample | 
fence their farms and ranches and 
improve same. - 

I do not favor a General Sales 
Tax. 

I am greatly concerned as to the 
University of Florida and Florida 
State University, as well as 4 
State Medical and Dental College. 

I am also in sympathy with the 
Cities. I am definitely opposed to 
an ad valorem tax to finance flood 
control. I believe that the land 
owners of Florida are already 
overburdened with taxes on their 
land. 

I am also opposed to a tax on 
minerals to finance the flood con- 
trol program for the following 
reason. If I have been informed 
corréctly, eighty (80) percent of 
the minerals produced in the State 
‘of Florida come from Polk County; 
therefore, I do not think that onè 
county should be asked to carry 
eighty (80) percent of the cost. 

I am opposed to State-control of 
Utilities and State-owned and 
State-cperated Liquor Stores. As a 
matter of fact, I am opposed. to 
the State of Florida operating anv 
type of bysiness that will furnish 
competition to the taxpayers. 

I believe that you. will agre2 
with me: should the Legislature 
appropriate the monies that" wilt 
be requested, the State’of Florida 
would be bankrupt.
